Utterback is a i)roniinent bank- 
er, .iUirrett is engaged in the in- 
surance business, " McFlroy was 
offered a ])lace on the lioard of 
Control by Governor .Morrow 
which he declined for business 
reas(jns, .Sommers is editor of the 
Elizabethtown News and recog- 
nized as one of the- progressive 
Democrats of tlic" state. Taylor 
owns two of the largest office 
buildings in Louisvil|e, R. . . C. 
Stewart is President of the Cov- 
ington W ater Comiiany and Sen- 
ator Camden should ''e known 
to every Republican and Demo- 
crat alike. Hanger is a member 
oi the nrm of Mason & Hanger, 
which built some of the largest 
cantonments in the country, in- 
cluding Camp Zachary Taylor in 
Louisville; Gibson is a banker 
from Governor Morrow's home 
town, Callahan is President of the 
Louisville Varnisli Company, J. 
D. Stewart and J. 15. Brown are 
Louisville ])ankers, Buckingham 
was the colleague of the late J. 

C. C. Mayo and is 'a prominent 
capitalist, J. W. M. Stewart is 
one of the leading attorneys of 
Eastern Kentucky. 

Referring to these selections, 
all of whom have not had time as 
yet to indicate their acceptance 
of positions on the committee 
which is to reorganize the Demo- 
cratic i)arty in Kentucky, a Dem- 
ocratic Jeadcr said: 

"We are picking men of a cali- 
ber that is unniistakablc, and will 
show the people of the state on 
what plane the reorganization of 
the party will be estal)]^shed. 
Each of these men stands high in 
his own district, and has the full 
confidence of all Democrats in 
his community. Their personali-, 
ties will be convincing proof that 
the Democratic i)arty will ])e 
manned by bu?incss men instead 
of professional politicians." 

The power of the State Central 
and Executive Committees will 
be transferred to the coinniitte€.

New York, Feb. 2— Cotonel Roose- 
velt'.s "longest lettw^, a 25j00e-w«rd 
personaf account of hi.s trip from 
Khartoum to London in 1909 and 
which is desei^ljed 4>y his 4>iogFaf>her, 
Jo.seph Bucklin Bi.shop, as '"a liuman 
document of exceptional character", 
appears as the fint of iBM idstall- 
ments in the February ; issue ol 
Scribncr'.s Magazine, pubUiHied today. 

"Soon after retiring f nna tk^ Presi- 
dency", explains Mr. Bishop, "the 
Colonel went to Africa osb a httRting 
trip. He had arranged before his de- 
paituio foi- .sevi fonnal address- 
es-, which he was to make in Grennany, 
England, France and NofWay on his 
return. When he reached IHwrtouni 
in March, 1910, on his wisy-hcnne, he 
yielded to Urgent appeals and made 
two add'. OS-OS on E.uyptian afTairs, one 
at Khartoum and the other at Cairo, 
which aroused much conteoversy and 
led later to a speech on the same sub- 
ject, also by urgent reqoest, at the 
Guildhall in London- 

"From Khartoum he went to Rome, 
Vienna, Budapest, Pari.-^, B rus.sol.s. 
The Hague, Copenhagen, Chri.stiania, 
Stockholm, Berlin and thence -to Lon- 
don. At tho clo.so of hi.s tour ho paid 
a long vi.sit to his long-time corres- 
pondent and friend, Sir, Geoi^eie Otto 
Troveiyan, at the lattoi'.s ostato at 
Welcome, Stratford-on-Avon. During 
the visit his narrative ef his experi- 
entos in Esjypt and Europe so strong- 
ly impro.s.sed S^ir George that he urged 
him moist eamestly to iraft it hi writ- 
inp:. This KoosevoTt did the follow- 
ing year, in the fonn of letter to 
Trevelyan, wnder~da*e •otf Oetolier %, 
1911." 

The former President, in the 
missive, made '"frasik aoid searching 
comtnonts upon the characteristic and 
personalities of kings, emperors and 
otiier ^hieDt'pSl^onigttS) mjufested 
that it shodd not be made public 
"until, long after all of us who are bow: 
alive are dead." Trevelyan; in authoriz- 
ing its publication, said: "I do not he.si- 
cate to say that it should be published 
and the sooner the better. The world 
wouhl be niui-li tlu' richer for it. Tho 
times are such that the huBaan inter- 
rest and solid vahie of this woiideiful 
rjaper would be very great indeed 
now." 

The Colonel drew an inthnate pic- 
ture of Briti.sh rule in Egypt, prai.sed 
it on the whole and declared that the 
task of "super-imposing the twentieth 
centuiy npon the seventh, was a 
mi.Lrhty one, which only a groat and 
powerful nation could attempt and 
which it is high and honorable iSaSiag 
to have attempted". Nearly 3,000 
words are devotetl to "The Vatican 
Incident*' and the reason Roosevelt 
was noft pre.sonted to Pope Pius X. A 
certain Methodist clergyman in Rome 
had been conducting -an attach vpoit 
Ihc head of the Catholic church and 
when Vice President Fairbanks, some- 
time before, viated tiM Soly City 4jhe 
Supremo PontilT stipulated that ho 
would not receive him in audience if 
he addressed Miethodist gattierings. 
Roo.sovclt took the same attitude as 
Fairbanks, that he "must decline to 
submit to any conditions which in aiiy 
way limit my freedom of conduct". 

The Colonel said in his letter to Sir 
George that ode his vehmteer 
secretaries at that time was "anxious 
to prevent the Vatican from commit- 
ting what he feVt would be-a great 
blunder" and while the Colonel vras at 
Naples yiretA to Rome to see the 
Papal Secretary of State, Cardinal 
Merry del Val. The stipulation by the 
Pope was not withdrawn land Colonel 
Roosevelt aAtercd to his resolution of 
making no agreement to refrson from 
spealdng before Methodist meetings, 
"Accordingly", he wrote, \tes not 
presented at the Vatican." 

In a pubUc atatext^t at the time 
the Colonel deelailed that "the respect 
and regard of those of fellow-Ameri- 
cans who are Protestants", and he ex- 
pressed the hope that the incident 
Wtuld be treated as>a merely personal 
matter without rancor or Bitterness- 
While in Rome the Colonel visited 
Emjnauel and Queen
